ENGLAND IS PLEASED WITH THE 


PRESIDENT'S MODERATION

Washington, Aug. 13-Special—There is general reioic- 


ng here over Spain's acceptance of the conditions of peace 
but it is mingled with doubts of the good faith of the Madrid 
government. 
Sagasta has gone so far, however, that retreat 


will now be almost impossible. There yet remains for this 
government a battle of diplomacy upon which will depend 
he question of whether or not we shall be defrauded out of 
he results of the bravery of our soldiers and sailors. There 
is much solicitude in this regard, and the president will doubt- 
less take plenty of time to select commissioners and counsel 
who will be able to cope with the most astute that Spain can 
command. 
It is believed thrt some of the selections have al- 


ready been made, but their names will not be given to the 
public for some time to come. 


Pleased That Peace Has Come. 
Washington, Aug. .is—Special—A feeling of profound 


relief that the war is over prevades all classes. The mem- 
bers of the three committees provided for in the peace agree- 
ment will probably be announced today or Monday. 
It is 


said General Fitzhugh Lee will probably be at the head of 
the military committee for Cuba, and with him will be as- 
sociated an army and navy officer, the commissioners to be 
clothed with ample powers and an army of fifty to sixty 
housand will be garrisoned upon the island to uphold Ameri- 
can supremacy. 
It is not known how long the Spanish will 


require to withdraw their army from Cuba and Porto Rico. 


The English Are Pleased.

archipelago. It was only by Joint rcso- 
littlon that the annexation of Hawaii 
wiis accomplished, and tho rules of the 
senate render It possible for an or- 
ganized minority to defeat any propo- 
sition that arouses determined oppo- 
sition.
